The manifesto, 
it is declared, also will abolish the press cen- 
sorship, will grant freedom to the press, will 
grant freedom of conscienee, and will order 
compulsory elementary education through- 
out the empire. 


Not vet Confirmed. 

The foregoing is contrary to information 
received from all other sources. The nearest 
intelligence that is akin to it is contained in 
a St. Petersburg dispatch to the Daily Mail 
saying in effect that the czar has yielded 
to the influence of the czarina, the ex-ezarina, 
and the Grand Duke Alexander, and has 
consented to certain reforms, the promulga- 
tion of which establish a compromise between 
the liberal and conservative tendencies, 

These reforms, it is stated, will de an- 
nounced in an imperial manifesto * the 
senate, probably tomorrow.

The year 1903 was one of comparatively 
steady deoline in the securities market.

There were strikes in the iron and steel in- 
dustries, and the iron output fell from 
1,673,228 tons in June to 846,605 in Decem- 
ber. The railroads found it difficult to float 
new bond issues; the first Northern Securi- 
ties decision was disquieting and the dis- 
closures of the high handed methods of the 
shipbuilding trust produced a feeling that | 
frenzied finance was being carried altogether 
too far. New enterprises requiring large 
amounts of money were postponed. 

In May of 1904 the stock market reached 
low ebb in the matter of prices. Steel com- 
mon sold at 8%; preferred at 51%. There | 
was a slight upward trend in prices in June, 
but the volume of business on the exchange 
grew even smaller. In July, however, the 
prospect of late crops brightened the finan- 
cial outlook. The strike in the packing in- 
dustry and in the cottonmills at Fall River | 
had no appreciable effect on the speculative 
revival. The financial interests of the coun- 
try were reasonably sure of the election of 
Roosevelt and the continuance of the present 
policies of the government. 

In August steel prices rose and railroad 
| earnings began to increase over the corre- 
sponding period of 1908. Increasing freight 
traffic required the companies to order thou- 
sands of new cars. The blast furnaces be- 
gan to work harder. The increase in their 
output between July and November was 
trom 1,106,207 to 1,480,602 tons. )

It always has been a matter for comment

It seems that only the first lord of the 
treasury or the secretaries of state are al- 
lowed by etiquette to submit to the sover- 
eign names for honors. The first lord of the 
admiralty is not a secretary of state, and 
the consequence is that he is obliged to 
submit all the proposals for honors for offi- 
cers of the navy through the agency of tee: 
secretary * war to the sovereign. |

Bodies are attracted not merely toward the 
earth but toward the earth's center. The 
degree of force with which any body is at- 
tracted by gravity is called its weight. The. 
weights of bodies are not the same every- 
where, but diminish in proportion as the 
square of their distances from the center of 
the earth increases. As the earth is flat- 
tened at its poles, the poles are nearer the . 
center than is the equator, and a body would 
be more strongly attracted af the poles than 
at the equator. An iron ball which weighs 
1,000 pounds in Chicago would weigt 1,003 
pounds at the north pole, and only about 
| 997 pounds at the equator. And it would 
wech less on a high mountain than at sea 


level. 


One of the most interesting illustrations 
of the action of gravitation is afforded by the 
pendulum.. As usually constructed the 
pendulum consists of a metal rod which is 
hung from its upper end and to the lower 
end of which is attached a metal ball or bob. 
When the free end of the pendulum is pulled 
ap to the right and rel it falls by virtue 
of the attraction gf gravitation to its original 
position. By the time it has reached this 
position, however, it has acquired a velocity 
which hurls it to the left and upward as far 
as it was formerly pulledtotheright.
